We publish elsewhere the particuiars of the 
—_ 4. St. Louis Weduceday, In which 
Caleb Baldwin, a son of wealthy aod 1e- 
table rents, was shot aod instantly 
killed by A. J. , @ river pilot.

Stratecy of an Illicit Distiller. 

Deputy United States Marshal Wing re 
turned tothis city from Breckinridge county 
hero with the machinery of two ‘“‘mooa 
ight’’ distilleries, which had been forfeited 
to the Government for being ruo in violation 
of the internal revenue laws.
